Defining a system of treatment the Committee

Needless to say, few states discharge their duty 
as here defined, but we are making progress. 
These recommendations are on , high plane of 
intelligence and humanity ind it fs hoped will 
produce some substantial betterment in Missouri. 
A criminal, no matter how he may be classi- 
fied by criminologists—instinctive, habitual or 
occasional—is a needy member of scciety. He 
suffers mora] and mental destitution, a condition 
which may be attributed to inheritance or to cir- 
cumstances or to both. However that may be, 
the policy adopted should procecd upon this 
fact of need. The circumstances of each case 
will suggest the form and manner in which the 
need shall be supplied—whether it shall be by the 
discipline of education and work, or by punish- 
ment, light or heavy. Society is no more justi- 
fied in neglecting the neediest of all its needy 
members than is a father held blameless for 
neglecting or mistreating his half-witted or 
vicious child. 

Not boing a ciletuatel interest the public in- 
terest is not represented by any witnesses before 
the Ways and Means Committee. But there are 
those who think it ought to be prot cted. 
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CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

Gov. Folk’s prophecy of an American republic 
stretching from the Gulf of Mexico and the Rio 
Grande to the Arctic Ocean is not a mere vision- 
ary dream. Forces are at work which may bring 
about such a result, whether we like it or not. 

There were more homestead entries in Western 
Canada (British America) by citizens of the Unit- 
ed States than by Canadians. The population of 
the Dominion is considerably less than 6,000,000. 
It is evident that if the present movement of pop- 
ulation from this country to the British provinces 
continues a strong American sentiment and tradi- 
tion will grow up. Add to this the fact that many 
of these Americans do 1 ot part with their home 
economic interests and we have a double tie. 
Moreover, the financial] center of the world will 
soon be found in New York atrd the development 
of the northern region will become to a greater 
or lesser extent an American interest. 

This combination of sentiment, tradition and 
interest will be translated into politics. ‘Will it 
not be a stronger political force than the senti- 
mefital tie which binds the dominion to. the moth- 
er country? Economic interest is always the 
controlling factor! in social and political growth. 
In the long run governmentai institutions con- 
form to the economic foundations of society. A 
political merger with the United States will be a 
perfectly natural consequence of an economic 
merger. Sentiment is no stronger among Cana- 
dians when it goes counter to interest than 
among other people. 
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Switzerland is a fortunate country. It is in no 
danger from a navy, either its own or some other 
nation’s. 
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THE BATTLE AGAINST DISEASE. 

A new account of the half-miraculous -effects 
of a serum for pneumonia follows others equally 
important for other diseases. Within a decade 
diphtheria has been robbed of its dangers. . We 
have antitoxins for tetanus ‘and spinal menin- 
gitis. Progress fs being made toward a counter 
influence for the tuberculosis bacillus and cheer- 
ing news comes at short intervals that science 
is slowly gaining on disease. 

Pneumonia, next to tuberculosis, is the great- 
est enemy. It causes 10,198 of every 100,000 
deaths and it is increasing rather than decreas- 
ing. In the 10 years from 1890 to 1900 the num- 
ber of deaths from diphtheria decreased from 3306 
to 1586 per hundred thousand, and that was be- 
fore the anti-diptheretic serum had been fairly 


perfected. 
Any success in the treatment of pneumonia 


by a similar process.is a distinct gain. But we 
still accord greater favor to the man who can 
increase the power of a battleship than to the 
patient delver in the laboratory who‘ lahors for 
the means to preserve life, not to take it.

The monument to be erected to John James 
Audubon in New Orleans is explained in part by 
the special claim that city has on him because 
of his birth in Louisiana. Missouri has a claim 
hardly less strong because it was in Missouri 
that he found his mission. The grocery business 
of old Ste. Genevieve lost him for the world’s 
gain when he began his work as a naturalist in 
the suburbs of St. Louis, extending it to every 
part of the Mississippi Valley and finally to 
every part of what is now the United States. 

As the first great naturalist of phe United 
States, he was also one of the pioneers of the 
Mississippi Valley, doing the greatest work of 
its kind ever done at all in spite of the greatest 
difficulties. He was great as a naturalist, but it 
was not merely the love of nature which made 
him great, as some who try to imitate his work 
by easy methods seem to take for. granted. 
He was great because he was true to the type 
of men of a time of great achievement. No dif- 
ficulty in the way of thoroughness stopped him 
or turned him back. He made no pretenses’ at 
all.. When he announced himself, it was in re- 
sults, real because they had come from long 
labor, done in obscurity at his own risk.

of a period when the country has been under 
the tuition of a “nature student” remarkable for 
having himself constantly photographed in new 
attitudes, is no doubt the best vindication for the 
country of what its greatness means, no matter 
how shown. Audubon did his work and left his 
work to praise him. He was a natural American, 
not an artificial naturalist.

AFTER TEN YEARS. 

“The outlook for the South’ is exceeding bright 
and promising,” as the Washington Post finds 
after a review of the development of 10 years. 
As a result of this development it expects that 
Texas “will equal Ohio in representation; Geor- 
gia will surpass Massachusetts and Alabama 
equal Indiana.” 

This broadly unsectional view widens out 
still further until the watcher on the observa- 
tory at Washington sees the country prospering 
more and more under a census which increases 
the, representation of Texas, Georgia, Missouri 
and Alabama in Congress, though New York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio may lose, each, “one or 
more of its representatives.” 

Naturally, from the Washington standpoint, 
this seems the most important result of 10 vears 
of hard and intelligent work by millions of pen- 
ple. It seems as ff it was dome in order to de- 
cide the filling of seats and their arrangement in 
a building in Washington of which most people 
in Washington and elsewhere in this country 


are justly proud. 


That is a matter of importance when we come 
to think about it after 10 years of work. But 
people in Washington who think that this is the 
chief object for which the 10 years’ work was 
done, are at times most amusing when they are 
most serious. 

Under proper conditions, with its seats in 
Washington properly filled, Texas could use them 
for its own great advantage and the advantage 
of New York and Pennsylvania. When it can- 
not do so under improper conditions, it can and it 
does go on with its own work in its own way, de- 
veloping “a bright outlook” not only for itself 
but for the country, as far as its influence 
reaches through the results of work well done. It 
reaches far in the case of Texas and of every 
other State which makes doing its own work in 
its own best way the first consideration.

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* RAISING THE COST OF LIVING. 





Burdens Which the Payne Tarif Bill Will Im- 
~ pose Upon the Pcople and Benefits 
to Special Interests. 


Franklin Pierce in the New York World. 

The Payne bill is distinguished from al] otHer tar- 
iff bills in the last 30 years by a duty on tmporta- 
tions of tea. This is a wise provision. Evety penny, 
less the cost of collection, upon importations of tea 
will reach the United States Treasury. The greater 
part of the other duties proposed are simply in the 
nature of a surrender of taxation in favor of special 
private_interests which our Government clothes with 
power to levy tribute on the great body of con- 
sumers. To, illustrate: We will import under the 
Payne bill probably about $500,000,000 worth of highly 
protected products which will pay an average ad va- 
lorem rate of dyty of at least 40 per cent, while the 
domestic producer, by reason of the prohibitive or 
restrictive duties of that bill, through the agency 
of the trusts, will raise to the duty line the selling 
price of more than $10,000,000,000 worth of like do- 
mestic products to the consumers of this country. 

In short, the bill, when enacted, will net only 
impose high duties upon $500,000,000 of imports, 
but in practical effect will permit a few thousand 
manufacturers to make 90,000,000 consumers pay 
them tribute of §4,000,000,000 in the enhanced price 
of their goods. 

France exempted its nobles in the eighteenth cen- 
tury from taxation, while the peasants and the mid- 
dle classes defrayed the expenses of government. 
We go further and delegate to a few thousand men 
the exclusive privilege of practically taxing for their 
own benefit the whole body of our consumers. 

This proposed bill of Mr. Payne’s will not curb the 
plunder of a single trust. It will not add a dollar 
to the public revenue, and revenue we must have. 
We have a deficit in the payment of ordinary cur- 
rent expenses of the Government of about $90,000,- 
000. The appropriations for the fiscal year 1910 are 
$1,044,000,000. It is evident that Mr. Payne and his 
associates appreciated the danger that this bill would 
not produce sufficient revenue for the expenses of 
the Government, because they provided for the sale 
of $40,000,000 of Panama bonds and authorized the 
issue of $250,000,.000 of Treasury certificates. Our 
tariff-makers have simply provided for forced loans 
to defray the current disbursements of the Govern- 
ment rather than to lessen the burdens of con- 
sumers by reducing prohibitive duties and thereby 
making the bill produce a sifficient revenue. 

The cruel wool and wo0clen schedules remaia 
unchanged except as to a slight reduction in car- 
pet wools, while the dutics on carpets of every de- 
scription continue, and average from 136 per cent 
to 156 per cent upen the cheaper grades of carpets 
used in flats or apartments by the poorer people. 
Willlam Whitman will still enjoy 6 cents per pound 
duty on “tops,” notwithstanding the cost of chang- 
ing 100 pounds of wool to “tops” through ‘‘combing” 
is hot 5 cents. Not only have the woolen men been 
secured in the continuance of high duties on woolens, 
but the glass manufacturers are to enjoy even in- 
creased profits on a considerable part of their prod- 
uct. The duty on the smallest size of plate giass 
has been increased from an equivalent of 82 per cent 
to 103.04 per cent.. The second in size hag been in- 
creased from €3 per cent to 73.3 per cent, while 
window glass, now made in this country more 
cheaply than anywhere else in the world by the 
use of recently patented machinery controlled by 
a single corporation, remains still protected by 
duties of from 80 per cent to 200 per cent. 

In the schedule devoted to cotton goods and yarns 
no material decrease in duties exists, but there has 
been an increase of duty on mercerized fabrics and 
an increase of duty on hosiery so great as to amount 
to almost a prohibition of Imports. While a reduc- 
tion of the duty on leather has been proposed, stit! 
the duty on women’s and children’s leather gloves 
of certain sizes has been increased from 8 per cent 
to 300 per cent over the rates existing in the Dingley 
bil’. 

There is, however, no agttater im the world so 
powerful as injustice, and ere lqng the great body 
of consumers wil appreciate their helplessness, \end 
then they will unite and put an end to Gites Sy 
pressive duties.

Kellogg, special counsel for the Govern- 
ment, will begin his argument in the 
suit to dissolve the trust. . ;

An 
appeal from these judges will lie direct 
to the Supreme Court of ‘the United 
States. 

So decisive was the defeat of the Gov- 
ernment in its criminal prosecution of 
the Standard Oil Co., that no effort has 
been made to revive that case,-and the 
only case now pending; in which the 
Government is interested is this suit to 
dissolve the trust. 

The fight has been a long and tedious 
one. All the resources of the Govern- 
ment have been brought into use, and 
they have been vigorously opposed by 
ali the influences of the Standard Oil 
Co., the financial resources of. which, 
including the personal fortune of John 
D. Rockefeller, are estimated ai near- 
ly $2,000,000,000. 

Power of the Compary. 

In the evidence from which the ar- 
guments will be made the Government 
has testimony and documentary evi- 
dence 
Co., and the corporations it controls, 
produce, transport and sell about #0 
per cent of the refined oil sold in the 
United States and exported from the 
United States. The evidence traces the 
growth of the Oil Trust from 1870, when, 
the Government contends, a concerted 
and determined action was begun by 
the Rockefeller interests to gain con- 
trol of the ofl business. es 

The company has been under 
the control of the same persons during 
that time, those now surviving being 
John D. Rockefeller, William Rocke- 
feller, Henry H. Rogers, Henry M. 
Flagier, John D. Archbold, Oliver H. 
Payne and Charies M. Pratt. 

The Government's attorneys will con- 
tend in their arguments that their evi- 
dence shows the purpose of the Rocke- 
feller interests at all times has been to 
stifle competition and to obtain a mo- 
nopoly in oll, and that between 1870 
and 1882 the purpose was effected 
through agreements between many per- 
sOns and companies engaged in the 
business, the result being made certain

ARE WELL SCATTERED 





Revenue and the Diplomatic 
Service Supply Most 
Desirable. 





WASHINGTON, April 3.—President 
Taft has perhaps 3000 very satisfactory 
jobs to bestow. Who is to get them? 
Thirty years ago, if he had been Presi- 
dent then, he would have had 100,000. 
How many men are there who want 
these 3000? Certainly a large fract 
of the population of the United Sta 
For these are gilt-edged jobs—jobs that 
furnish attractive salaries. The duties 
to be performed? O—they do not mat- 
ter. It is the pay that counts. 

Many of these jobs are in the Treas- 
ury Department. A _ collectorship of 
customs, for instance, is not to be 
sneezed at. There are no fewer than 
125 collectors, not one of whom gets less 
than $3000 a year, while the function- 
ary in charge of the port of New York 
draws $1000 a month. At Mobile, Ala., 
the salary is only $250 per annum, and 
at New Haven, Conn., it is nothing 
at all; but the collectors at such minor 
places are allowed to pay themselves, 
up to $3000. 


Would Do For Unemployed. 


There are 47 surveyors of customs who 
get from $8000 (at New York) to $350 a 
year, plus fees enough to bring up the 
pay to $5000. Likewise desirable are the 
positions held by seven ‘‘naval officers 
of customs” at $5000 apiece. Then there 
are nine “general appraisers’’ at $700); 
16 more whose salaries run from $2000 (at 
Tampa, Fla.), to $8000 (at New York), 
and 20 assistant appraisers at $2000 to 
$4000. Sixty-six collectors of internal 
revenue draw from $3025 to $4500; five 
superintendents of mints receive from 
$3500 to $4500, and 28 minor jobs in mints 
ard assay offices pay from $2000 to $3000 
a year. 

All of these are presidential appoint- 
ments. Mr. Taft can give them to auny- 
body he chooses. Besides, in the Treas- 
ury Department he appoints three assist- 
ant secretaries at $4500 each and 25 othe: 
attractively salaried officials, . from 
treasurer down to deputy auditors—not 
to mention nine ‘assistant treasurers in 
as many cities at $4500 to $5000, and a 
treasurer for the island of Porto Rico at 
j the same rate of pay. 

Postoffices Add to Total. 

Thus it will be seen that although 
the civil service system has gobbled up 
all but a relatively small fraction of 


‘li; the jobs under the Government, a good 


many of the most desirable ones are left. 
Even now all of the heads of bureaus 
in the departments at Washington, some 
hundreds in number, with’ salaries rang- 
ing from $3500 to $6000, are appointees of 
the President. 
Furthermore, he appoints about 7000 
postmasters of the first, second and 
third classes, who get from. $1000 to 938000 
‘a year. Accordingly, when you go ‘to 
ask Mr. Taft for on office it will be. ab- 
surd for him t> say that he has nothing 
he cau give you. 
Undeniably, it was a deadly blow to 
the officeseekexs when, g short time ago, 
the consular service was put out of 
reach of the politicians. It included the 
fattest and most desirable jobs in the 
gift of the President,*the consulships at 
London and Liverpool yielding from $30,- 
000 to $50,000 a year, including fees. To- 
day, by executive order (soon to be 
made permanent by law) the service is 
placed upon a merit system, appoint- 
ments being made only upon examina- 
tion, and to the lowest grade—subse- 
quent promotion to depend upon effi- 

clency. . 
What Politicians Lost, 


Under this system fees are eliminated. 
There are now 57 consuls-general, draw- 
ing from $3000 to $12,000 a Year, and 341 
consuls, at $2000 to $8000—the latter sal- 
ary being attached to the place at Liv- 
erpool. 
There is still the etplomatio service. 
Of first-class missions, so called, there 
But these 
nearly always go to wealthy men, be- 
cause ordinary people cannot afford to 
keep up the style of living which is re- 
quired by the social obligations they in- 
Seven missions of the second 
rank are worth $12,000 apiece, and there 
are 29 at $10,000. These latter are just 
the sort that most of us would like to 
get—nice, easy places, at minor capitals, 
in various foreign countries, where living 
is not too outrageously expensive. Even 
the diplomatic posts at Cairo (the in- 
cumbent of which is likewise consul- 
general), at $6500, is not so bad. 


The Diplematic Sinecures, 


Mr. Taft will have all these delightful 
jobs to give away, not to mention 64 
minor diplomatic appointments, of sec- 
retariés and attaches, at foreign courts. 
The latter, in truth, are distinctively 
ernamental employments, and as an al- 
most invariable rule they are bestowéd 
upon young men of fashionable families, 
who secure them through the exercise 


The President appoints surveyors and 
receivers of the General Land Office, 
agents in the Indian service, U. 8S. mar- 
shais, Federal district attorneys and, of 
course, Federal judges. But there are 
only a few offices in addition to those 
mentioned that are under his control. 








These in Addition to Postof-{ 
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] 2000 to 4000 letters a day reach the 


White House; and all of them—even 
those marked “private” or “‘personal’’— 
are opened and read by clerks. Only a 
few, which are of obvious importanc;, 
are finally referred to the President by 
his secretary. 


It is not of much use to get to see Mr. 
Taft about such matters, either. The 
anteroom of the business office of the 
White House’ is always mioré or léss 
crowded with persons who have come to 
get something and who present a rather 
melancholy spectacle. Only the fortu- 
nate few gain admission even to the 
secretary, and they proceed no farther. 

The persons who succeed in seeing 
the President are those whom. he knows 
well, or who are broucht and introduced 
to him by senators or other individuals 
of importance. It follows, then, that if 
you want a Government job that is in 
Mr. Taft's gift you must make your ef- 
fort through some powerful friend wh» 
is willing to exert his influence in ydur 
behalf.

Cheaper Grades Must Be Ad- 
vanced as Much as Expen- 
sive Kinds. 








A BLOW TO CHARITY 





Club Leaders Say to Remove 
It From Cotton Kinds, Add 
to wun Sorts. 





NEW YORK, April 3.—Steps have been 
taken by philanthropic women who :‘ 
active in clubs and charities to resist 
the proposed imposition of an increased 
tax on cotton stockings, because of the 
way this new tariff burden would bear 
upon the poor and because of the injus- 
tice in taxing the poor more hefvily 
and letting the rich escape. 

Mrs. Clarence Burns, president of the 
‘“TAttle Mothers;’ Mrs. 8. Dickenson 
Lewis, president of the “urrent Events 
Club, and Mrs. Gerard Bancker are 
among the women who have _ been 
moved to act by reason of the difficu.- 
ties that the Payne tax wou.u put on 
the work of providing stockings for ill- 
clethed working girls and thx women of 
the poorer classes by the proposed abo- 
lition of foreign competition, with its 
resultant driving out of the market of 
the 25-cent stockings and hosiery which 
the charitable societies can now buy in 
quantities at 15 cents a palr. 

Mrs. Burns said she was deeply con- 
cerned over the increase in the hosiery 
tax for the practical reason that’ she 
knows what a problem it is for the pc>- 
ple of moderate means as well as for the 
poor to keep themselves and their ch..- 
dren supplied with stockings, and for 
the additional reasen that the proposed 
increase in tax would greatly lessen tne 
ability of the Little Mothers’ Aid «sso- 
ciation to supply stockings for the chil- 
dren of the tenements. 

Hard Blow te Charities, 

‘‘As a Republican, I favor the tariff,” 
said Mrs. Burns, ‘“‘but the Republican 
theory of protective tariff means a high- 
er rate on articles of luxury and com- 
parative luxury. Now the Payne bill 
proposes to increase the tax on stock- 
ings wholesaling at 15 cents a pair, such 
as the Little Mothers’ Aid Association 
purchases, from 62 cents per dozen to 82 
cents per dozen, an increase of 32 per 
cent. That on the grades of stockings 
retailing at 25 and 50 cents will be in- 
creased 30 per cent, and on the 25-cent 
stockings the tax is hoisted from 6% 
cents to 85 cents per dozen, and on the 
from $1 to $1.30 per 
dozen, an increase of 30. per cent. 

“The problem that particularly inter- 
ests me is how to continue to supply 
stockings for the needy girls and wom- 
en. We can use contributions of cloth- 
ing, dresses, etc. We can get shoemak- 
ers to repair second-hand shoes, but 
worn stockings are of little use, and we 
have to buy new ones for the women 
and children. Of course, we use the do- 
mestic products, but with the higher 
tariff the American manufacturers wil 
increase the price of their goods, and 
we will have to pay more. 


Getting Ready for Protest. 

“Clubwomen should take up this mat- 
ter of higher duties on domestic neces- 
sities. They represent the women of 
America—they are the spokeswomen of 
the country. The Chicago clubwomen 
have moved in this direction, and the 
New York clubwomen must also take 
up the fight to protect the housewives 
of the nation.” 

Mrs. Lewis was actively organizing a 
movement for the forcible. representa- 
tion’ te Congress against the higher du- 
ties on hosiery, gloves and tea. 

“The Current Events Club,” she said, 
“has just discussed this ¥Yubject, and 
concrete efforts will follow the discus- 
sion. We were led te believe that with 
the cutting of the’ duty on steel and 
lumber the proposed tariff would be a 
lowered tariff. But that the necessities 
of the poor ‘must bear the higher tax 
we now are discovering. The margin 
between their earnings and expendi- 
tures hardly exists; thay, they should 
equalize means only,that a deprivatien 
has been undergone by the werking 
girls, by the wives and mothers ef poor 
families, and by the children.”’ 

“Those ef us who can afford to buy 
better qualities of hosiery and gloves 
should be willing to pay a little more 
under a protective tariff,’ declared Mrs. 
Gerald Banker, ‘“‘but the tariff should 
not be laid upon the things the poor 
must buy. Fine grades of gioves, silk 
hosiery and such articles are not neces 
sary and a high tariff on such things 
would not press upon anybody. But to 
raise the- duty on the stockings worn 
by the poorer women and girls, upon the 
gloves of the workers, and upon tea is 
extorting money from those who can 
least afford it, to whem that tax means 
longer hours of work, less comfort and 
less protection from the elements.’

Judge Holds Insurance Company 
Must Pay Policy of Man Who 
Died ta Heroic Attempt. 


BUTTE, Mont., April 3.—“‘To risk one’s 
life, or even to lose it, in the attempt 
to save the life of another, is not care- 
lessness, nor foolhardiness, nor assum- 
ing unnecessary risk, but the piain duty 
of every man,” says District Judge J. 





J. Lynch, in setting aside the defense 
‘of the Casualty Co. of America, which 
‘resisted payment of insurance of $1500 
‘on the life of Battista Pinnazza, en the 
ground that Pinnazza took unnecessary 
nisk. 

Pinnazza lost. his life by entering a 
stope filled with gas in the West Colus 
mine in response to a call for volun- 
teers to save the life of John Lubik, a 
miner, whose name Pinnazza did not 
ven kncw. Pinnazza dropped dead aft- 
er carrying out Lubik. Lubik recovered. 
The deed was one of the most heroic in 
he history of the camp. 


PREFERRED JAIL 10 TAXES 


Stonemason Refused to Give Day’s 
Wages to the City. 


PITTSBURG, April 3.—Simon Vogel, 
aged 50, of St. Clair Borough, spent 
seven weeks in Jail rather than pay 
his taxes. He has just been released 
by his employer paying the taxes and 
costs, $4.80. 

Vogel is a stone mason and earns $3 
a day. His borough taxes were $2.68, 
and August Spring, tax collecter of the 
borough, attempted to collect them, Vo- 
gel refused to pay them, and went to 
Jail. His case was taken to court, but 
the Judge refused to intercede. The 
commitment papers were made out 
Jan. 31.

When Penalty Was Repealed, No 
One Thought to Increase 
Sizé.of Package.

WASHINGTON. April 3.—What is des- 
ignated as a “‘joker’’ that cost the con- 
sumers of tobacco jf this county near- 
y 345,000,000 has bean found in the ex- 
isting revenue laws of the United 


States by Representative Dawson of 
Iowa, who at once introduced a bill to 
Correct the error. 

Originally under the Dingley tariff 
law retail stamps for 5 and 10-cent pack- 
ages were 2, 38 and 4 ounces. 

In 1898 a war revenue tax of 6 cents 
a pound additional was ‘evied on to- 
bacco. Af the same time, in order to 
serve the convenience of the trade, au- 
thorization was given for the reduction 
of the sizes of packages from two, three 
and four ounces to one and two-third 
ounces, thus enabling the smoker to 
procure a 6-cent and a 10-cent package 
Of tobacco “at the store.’’ 

In due time the war revenue tax was 
repealed. Somebody forgot, Mr. Daw- 
son believes, to restore the packages of 
tobacco to the original sizes, and hence 
ever since 1902, the consumer of to- 
bacco has been paying the equivalent of 
the war revenue tax to the manufac- 
turers, 

According to figures obtained from the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, over 
$2,000,000,000 one and two-third ounce 
packages have been sold during the 
Past six years, and over 12,000,000,000 
packages of the three and one-third 
ounce size. Representative Dawson fig- 
ures out that the purchases of each 
small package has been mulcted out of 
1 cent and the purchaser of the larger 
of 2 cents, and hence the joker has cost 
the consumer almost $45,000,000. 

Mr. Dawson's bill proposes to restore 
the packages to the original sizes.

ALL THREE ARRESTED 





Injured Man Identifies Assail- 
ant and Then They All 
Confess. 





The song ‘“‘Gee, I wish I Had a Gir! 
Like the Other Fellow Has” was what 


caused Robert E. Hemp of 343 Mag- 
nolia avenue to plunge a knife seven 
times into Dearborn Williams, Barnes 
Medical College student. 

Hemp, who is married and lives at 
3425 Magnolia avenue, was arrested and 
identified by Williams and admitted the 
stabbing last night. Hazel Hunter and 
Bessie League, both of whom live at 
8233 Morgan street, were also arrested 
and they are held with Hemp at the 
Carr Street Station. 

‘The stabbing occurred last Tuesday 
night at Spring avenue and Morgan 
street. It was a police mystery until 
Special Officers O'Hare and Degnan 
learned the identity of Hemp.at the Lo- 
cust Inn, where: the trouble started and 
where the. offending song was first 
sung. * 

Was Arrested Before. 

They remembered that Hemp and Bes- 
sie League had been arrested together 
a month ago, and this gave them the 
clew to the identify of the two women 
who witnessed the stabbing. 

Hemp was found at his home and the 
women were later arrested at the Mor- 
gan street house, 

When Hemp was taken into the ward 
where Williams lies at the Centenary 
Hospital, he said: ‘“‘That is the man who 
cut me.”’ 

Hemp broke down and admitted that 
the identification was correct, but pro- 
tested that he acted in self-defense. 

At the Carr Street Station, Hazel 
#iunter told how the.~song started the 
trouble between Hemp and Williams. 

: Lotiig ‘Pields 
was with Williams ; ‘when he was cut, 
faided the police in establishing the iden- 
tity of Hemp and the women. 

“We were at the Locust Inn Tuesday 
night when Willlams and Fields took 
a seat at a table near us,"’ sald Hazel. 
“We had never seen them before and 
did not know then who they were. They 
kept making eyes at us. Once the man 
that Mr. Hemp afterwards cut leaned 
over to me and tried to talk with me. 
Mr. Hemp told them to mind their own 
business. They started to sing, ‘Gee, 
I wish I had a girl like the other fellow 
has.’. We all stayed there until I 
o'clock in the morning. 

Sang the Song Again, 
“The men followed us out and sang 
the song again. They stepped on the 
same car we did and crowded fn behind 
us. Hemp said something to them and 
they laughed and said he was too little 
to have two girls to take care of. One 
of them caught me by the arm and tried 
to pull me away from Mr. Hemp. 
“All the way out on ‘the car they sang 
that song and made remarks about Mr. 
Hemp. 

“We had been drinking and I don’t 
think we knew just where we were go- 
ing. I have no idea why we left the 
car at Spring avenue. 

“The two men followed us. Mr. Hemp 
turned. around and sald: ‘Don’t follow 
us. I'm taking care of these girls.’ 


and: knocked him down. Before Mr. 
Hemp could get up the man who had 
‘knocked him down pulled out a knife. 

Bessie called out to Mr. Hemp and 
told him about the knife. Then he 
drew his knife and both of them were 
cut. The other man fell down and we 
ran.

Bessie League's version does not dir- 
fer materially from Hazel’s.

“They followed us on the car and 
kept making sarcastic remarks,” he 
said. “Williams sat next to Hazel. | 
saw that she dida’t want him there anq 
I changed seats with her. On the way 
out I tried to quiet Williams. 
“When we left the car at Spring ave- 
nue they followed us. Bessie beggea 
Williams and his companion to go away. 
Williams cursed me, and while my. back 
was turned, he struck me and knocked 
me down. As I. was getting up I saw 
that: he had his knife out and I drew 
mine. I didn’t know I cut him seven 
times. I thought it was only three.” 
Hemp has knife wounds on his right 
hand and on his left hip.

The how] against the lumber joker 
which Representative Fortney ob- 
tained had its effect and Mr. Fortney 
himself moved that the proviso on. lum- 
ber, which would nullify in the reduc- 
tion of lumber, be stricken out.

Auditorium’s 5 ele _Crowd 


Acclaims Candidate and 
Hears Hadley Speak, 





DISCUSSES SCRATCHING 
Governor Withholds Expected 
Unqualified Indorsement of 
Republican City Ticket, 





The Coliseum held such a crowd last 
night to hear Gov. Hadley give the 


election a sendoff as was not drawn 
through its doors even by William H. 
Taft or Gypsy Smith. Not only was 
almost every, seat filled on the floor 
and in the two galleries, but the aisles 
were crowded at 9 o'clock, when Gov. 
Hadley arrived. At 9:06 o’clock Build- 
ing Commissioner Smith ordered the 
doors closed, so that no other persons 
might enter, shutting out the marching 
clubs from the Twenty-seventh and 
Twenty-eighth wards. 

The crowd began to gather at 7:30 
o’clock and when at 8:30 a few of the 
ward clubs began to arrive there was 
room for only a few of them in the 
back part of the hall, and those arriv- 
ing later were forced te take seats 
in the galleries. 

Every club that marched into the 
hall through the Jefferson avenue doors 
Was accompanied by a band, and, as 
they ‘marched past the speakers’ stand, 
on which F. H. Kreismann sat, sur- 
rounded by two or three hundred prom- 
inent Republicans, they stopped in their 
course to cheer him. 

It was 9:20 o’clock when United States 
District Attorney H. W. Blodgett swung 
his gavel and began a speech to intro- 
duce the first speaker. Without naming 
the man he was introducing, he spoke 
of him as ‘‘one who had done so much 
for his State.’’ He was interrupted by 
wild cheers and calls for Hadley. But 
Chairman Blodgett waited until the 
calls ceased and then introduced Charles 
Nagel as chairman of the meeting. 

In a speech that lasted almost a half 
hour Nagel gave the Republican ticket 
from stem to stern a clean bill of 
health, singling out Edmond Koeln, can- 
didate for Collector, for special men- 
tion. 

“T will never turn my hand against a 
man on our ticket,’’ said Nagel. ‘There 
is one man to whom we are indebted as 
much as to any other for our present 
candidates for the* House of Delegates. 
That is Ed Koeln. I am as ready 
to strike as any. man when a candidate 
is vulnerable, but J am unwilling to 
yield to a mere charge in the face of 
what I know Koeln did in this fight.’ 

Crowd Insists on Hadley. 

As Nagel stepped to the front of fhe 
platform there were cries from all parts 
of the building for John F. Wixford, 
who provided St. Louis with clear wa- 
ter. In response to the repeated cries, 
Nagel brought Wixford forward, but he 
had been speaking only a few minutes 
when the calls for Hadiey hegan, at 
first slowly, and in a moment practical- 
ly the entire crowd was calling for 
Hadley. 

In the midst of the excitement Nagel 
pronounced Kreismann’s name, and the 
noise which had subsided for the mo- 
ment was renewed with increased vigor 
as the Republican nominee for Mayor 
advanced to the front of the platform. 

This was the beginning of the dem- 
onstration, which lasted 15 minutes. Al- 
most en masse the crowd arose and 
cheered. Hats, handkerchiefs and over- 
coats were waved, The cheers subsided 
when the band struck up “Yankee Doo- 
die,”’ but the moment the band ceased 
playing the cheers were renewed and 
continued for two minutes, when the 
band again played. When the music 
ceased the cheers began and the bass 
drums of 29 bands in the Coliseum 
sounded with the cheers. In the midst 
of it all Joseph Schuler appeared with 
two monster St. Bernard dogs, each 
bearing a silk coat with the lettering, 
“Vote for Kreismann,” and ‘Vote the 
Republican Ticket Straight.”’ 

The dogs were marched down the 
aisle, and, becoming excited by the 
noise, they began howling. 

Governor Gets a Sprinkling. 

The crowd refused to be quieted, and 
District Attorney H. W. Blodgett picked 
up a large bouquet and began waving 
it. It had been sprinkled with water, 
and Gov. Hadley, Secretary Nagel and 
others on. the platform were given a 
shower bath from the flowers. The 
crowd quickly saw this, and renewed 
cheers were given. 

Somebody started a parade of ward 
clubs and they marched down the aisle 
to the music of bands. 

After 15 minutes, the crowd, exhaust- 
ed, ceased its cheering, and Kreismann 
was able to proceed with his speech. 
He read his remarks from manuscript, 
without gestures, and in a rather halt- 
ing and scared way, and at times his 
voice faded into a husky whisper. Not 
one-tenth of the people in the great hall 
could hear him, and soon after he be- 
gan speaking, those in the rear seats 
and galleries began to leave. 

When he sat down Mr. Nagel intro- 
duced Gov. Hadley, and the crowd be- 
gan another demonstration, but the Gov- 
ernor promptly shut it off by beginning 
his speech.

LUST NAVAL FIGHT, 


UitS PEACEFULLY 


Vice-Admiral Follows in the 
Wake of Sampson, His Vic- 
tor, Across the Styx. 





PUERO REAL, Spain. April 3.—Vice- 
Admiral Pascual Cervera, who com - 
manded the Spanish fleet in the battle 
of Santiago, Cuba, died here this af- 


ternoon. 
He was retired from the active list of 


the Spanish Navy on Dec. 44 last at his 
own request, on account of failing 
health. Shortly afterwards he proceed- 
ed to Puerto Real, in the hope of im- 
proving his health, but during the last 
month he was in a critical condition, 
being, kept alive only by the use of 
oxygen and hypodermic injections. He 
suffered from an affection of the heart. 

Vice-Admiral Cervera was 70 years 
old, a native of the Province of Cadiz, 
Spain. He entered the navy as soon as 
he left school and won distinction in 
the Morecco campaign of 1859 and the 
war against Peru in 1866. 

During the Civil War he was the 
Spanish naval attache at Washington, 
getting his first acquaintance with 
America. In the Ten Years’ War in 
Cuba, 1868 to 1878 he participated in tne 
blockade of Cuban ports and in 1878 
returned home to be Secretary of the 
Navy. 

He also served as Adjutant to the 
Queen Regent and as chief of the Span- 
ish commission to the European naval 
conference at London in 1891. 

When the Spanish-American War 
broke out, Admiral Cervera was placed 
in command of a fleet of four cruisers 
and three torpedo boats, had left Ca viz 
April 8. From then until May 19, when 
be entered Santiago Harbor, his where- 
abouts were unknown in America, and 
he kept Atlantic Coast cities in anxiety. 

As soon as he entered Santiago he was 
blockaded there by Admiral Sampson 
and remained inactive in the harbor un- 
til July 3, when, acting under peremp-

Attorneys for Corporations

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 4.—Attor- 


-‘Ineys for the railroads participating in 


the Missouri 2-cent passenger fare case 
today appealed to Federal Judge Mc- 
Pherson to strike out that part of his 
opinion in ‘the case in which he held

Would Teach State a Lesson. 

“It would be a dangerous precedent 
to apportion the costs,’’ Mr. Hagerman 
said. ‘“‘The railroads have the money, 
but it’s the principle that we are con- 
sidering. Perhaps if the State had to 
pay all of the costs it would not be so 
eager in the future to incur litigation. 

‘Before Your Honor had time to get 
out of the city after making the late 
decision, ‘legislators in Jefferson City 
began to prepare a 2-cent -bill not in 
conformity with your decision. As long 
as the State can avoid paying costs 
it will continue to force us back into 
court.”’ 

Sanford B. Ladd, representing Mis- 
souri, said that the State was not able 
to pay all of the costs in the cases 
and that it would be unjust to impose 
on it all of the expenses of the litiga- 
tion.

BILLS IN. THE LEGISLATURE 


Missouri Association Also Urges 
Members to Support Four 


Measures. 

The Missouri Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion has issued a circular urging its 
members to oppose eight bills now in 
the Missouri Legislature and advising 
support of two bills and two repeal and 
amendment measures. 

The bills which manufacturers are 
asked to oppose, by writing letters to 
the representatives and senators from 
their districts, are the following: 

Senate bill 29, by Krone, to limit. the 
employment of women to 54 hours a 
week and to daylight hours; Senate 
bill 1, by Bradley to prohibit employ- 
‘ment of more than 10 per cent of no- 
citizens in any establishment; Senate 
bill 348, requiring boots and shoes to be 
stamped to show whether they are con- 
vict. made, and whether they contain 
any other material than leather; House 
bill 99, by Barker, to prohibit employers 
from discharging men because of mem- 
bership in labor organizations; House 
bills. 167 and 178, requiring formula lab- 
els on paint packages, and poison signs 
on paint containing white lead; House 
bill 797, requiring employers to post 
schedules and furnish employes with 
a copy of the amount of work to their 
credit each day; House bill 819, to limit 
the meaning of “conspiracy” in injunc- 
tion proceedings. 

The measures favored by the associa- 
tion are: House bill 1023, to amend the 
factory inspection law so as to require 
the State to pay the inspectors’ salaries: 
Senate bill, by Mayer, to repeal section 
now construed to prohibit employment 
of women and noiinors in connection with 
certain machinery; Senate bill 194 an@ 
House bill 445, to promote immigration; 
House bill 1005, by Calkins, to create 
a State Waterway Commission.

Riot Threatens When They 
Start to Leave Floor to 
Break Quorum. 











From a -Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 3.—Amid 
scenes of great disorder the Repubiic- 
an majority in the House of Representa- 
tives succeeded today in having action 
on the amendment proposing State-wide 
prohibition postponed until next Thurs- 

day. 

The Democratic minority denounced 
this move as an act of political cow- 
ardice and charged that its sole pur- 
pose was to aid the Republican ticket 
in St. Louis by making it appear that 


the Republicans are not unfriendly to |. 


the liquor interests. 

‘It was a plain bid for the liquor 
vote,” declared Representative Conran, 
Democrat, of New Madrid County. 

Riot Narrowly Averted., 

At one stage of the proceedings, when 
the Democrats tried to break a quorum 
by leaving the House chamber, a riot 
appeared imminent. The Democrats 
were denied exit by the Republican 
doorkeeper and in the struggle that Zol- 
lowed Representative Hardesty, Demo- 
crat, of Monroe County, was assaulted 
by a clerk in the employ of the St. 
Louis Republican delegation. 

When quiet was restored the Demo- 
cratic members went on record in favor 
of -the submission of the prohibition 
amendment when the matter is taken 
up as a special order of business in 
conformity with the program of the 
Republican leaders. 

It was apparent early in the day that 
the Republican members, under the lea- 
dership of Hiram Lloyd, one of ‘‘Boss”’ 
Howe’s lieutenants in the November 
campaign, had concluded to defer the 
prohibition resolution until after the 
St. Louig election. 

Realizing that a majority of the Re- 
publican members outside of St. Louis 
favor submission, the Democratic mi- 
nority laid plans to force immediate 
action if possible. 

No Recommendation by Committee. 

The Republican members of the Com- 
mittee on .Constitutional Amendments 
reported without recommendation the 
joint and concurrent resolution propos- 
ing the amendment to prohibit forever 
in this, State the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating liquors. 

Representative Killian, Republican, 
moved the amendment be made a spe- 
cial order for Thursday, April 8. Lloyd, 
amid hoots and cries of ‘‘No, no,” 
moved the previous question and on 
this a roll call was taken, the motion 
being adopted by a vote of 57 to 48. 
Best, Republican, was the only one 
who voted with the Democrats. 

Lloyd then moved a reconsideration 
of the vote and that the motion be 
tabled, the effect being finally to set 
Thursday as the day for consideration 
of the amendment. Cross, Democrat, 
of Clinton County, insisted upon a di- 
vision of the question. 

At this point Lloyd demanded that the 
doors be locked, as the Democrats were 
seeking to leave the House to break a 
quorum. 

Deorkeeper Desires Police. 

The doorkeeper, becoming frightened, 
instructed one of his assistants to send 
for a squad of police. 

This order was subsequently rescinded. 

A dozen members arose to demand 
recognition. The greatest confusion 
prevailed, the center aisle being packed 
with members, while the visitors in the 
gallery, alarmed at the prospect of be- 
ing denied egress, struggled for the one 
exis. 

Speaker Speer called upon Represent- 
atives Rhodes, Lioyd, Crossley, Kies 
and Hart to restore order, but it re- 
quired their combined efforts to bring 
about anything like a semblance of 
quiet. 

Just as quiet seemed restored an al- 
tercation arose in the rear of the hall. 
Representative Barker, Democrat, 
mounted a desk and stated that he had 
asked his party to leave the hall and 
they were interfered with at the door 
by imported thugs from St. Louis, who 
had neither right nor privilege to say 
a word to a member. Barker said ef- 
forts were being made to get in a mi- 
nority report, but when he failed to get 
recognition the Democrats decided to 
leave the hall. 

Minority Report Goes In. 

The Speaker replied that if such rec- 
ognition was denied it was due to the 
call for the previous question, which 
had precedence. Lioyd then withdrew 
his motion to table the reconsideration 
motion. 

A minority report then was submit- 
ted recommending the passage of the 


1 prohibition amendment. 


“The eyes of the people are on us,” 
said Rosenberger, Democrat, of Mont- 
gomery County, “so why delay?” 

Mrs. E. B. Ingall’ of St. Louis was 
among the interested spectators. : 

“We think our fight js won,” said she 
to the Post-Dispatch ‘correspondent. “It 
is to be regretted that politics has been 
injected into the matter, but this, I 
am sure, has not hurt our cause in the 
slightest. Democrats and Republicans 
alike have promised to support the pro- 
hibition amendment, and we are con- 
fident they will do it.”

Foreign Factors Bullish. 

Prices in Europe for the most part 
There were at times 
sharp recessions on the Continent, main- 
ly Budapest, resulting principally from 
the Balkan peace, but there were no 
prolonged declines, and the foreign news 
being generally bullish, ready responses 
were made to advances on this side. 
Exports from Argentine and from Aus- 
tralia were sharply smaller and stocks 
on the Continent decreased in a steady 
and rapid manner. While the foreign 
crop summary showed fair conditions as 
a whole, a severe frost was compiained 
of in Germany, which is expected to 
cause serious damage, and an unfavor- 
able state of affairs in Italy was indi- 
cated by the reported reduction of im- 
port duty on wheat by that country. 

Extended Upward Movement, 

Speculation in the local pit was on a 
good scale, with fluctuations nervous 
and at times quite rapid. The visible 
supply of wheat in the United States 
decreased 668,000 bu and now amounts 
to 34,416,000 bu, whereas a moderate in- 
crease was expected. The world’s visi- 


stocks fell off 1,954,000 bu, and world’s 
shipments at 8,304,000 bu, were much Jess 
than anticipated. These bullish staties- 
ties, together with the tight attitude of 
the legding bulls who control a large 
part of the available supply, Caused an 
upward movement at the start of the 
week, despite the favorable domestic 
crop outlook. Fluctuations were very 
nervous and there were partial reces- 
sions at times, but tne general tendency 
was upward, with the close in a well- 
supported position at the high points 
and at new high records for a number 
of years.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 3.—Frankly 
admitting she was the leader of a band 
of Memphis boy’ burglars, Mrs. J. . 
Wait, formerly of Rolla, Mo., related 
every detail of her interesting career 
today, telling the names of the mem- 
bers of her band, and explaining how 
she and her followers robbed the drug 
store of EB. A. Gillespie early in March. 

“Each member of the band,” 
Mrs. Wait, “was bound by a solemn 
oath that, if he .were ever arrested for 
burglary, the entire blame was to we 
placed on me if I were living. I do not 
know why I made them do this, Dut 
at the time I did not think I would be 
living when any of them should be ar- 
rested.’’ 

‘“‘My name,” said Mrs. Wait, “is Myra 
Josephine Wait, and I am 2. My sister, 
also a member of the band, is Sybil 
Leonora Pryor, who is 18. 

“We have been in Memphis since 
last fall. Our nicknames, ‘Silver Heels 
and ‘Red Wing,’ were given us when we 
first met the boys, and they always 
called us by those names. 

Ske Met a Filipino. 

“My trouble all startca while { was 
visiting my folks at Rolla, Mo. I met 
a Filipino there named Victoriano Elia- 
cano, who was attending school. We 
saw each other quite often. I became 
greatly attached to him, as he was a 
fine musician and whould often play 
for me. 

“We drifted into a love affair before 
I knew it, and 1 then told my husband 
of my love for Eliacano, and asked him 
to get a divorce so I could marry the 
Filipino. He agreed, but said I could 
comeé back to him at any time. He took 
the two children, Jesse and Delos, back 
to Rolla, for my mother, Mrs. Nancy 
Burton, to care for. 

“When my sister and I were alone in 
Memphis, we became desperate from 
loneliness. We became known as Jo- 
scphine and Leonore Pryor, and we met 
Sid Knox, George Dayton, Clarence 
Brown, Charles Lawsorn and Wilbur 
Meyers about this time. We agreed to 
form a band and be burglars. 

Drank Laudaznum Dally. 

“At that time I was drinking a bot- 
tle of laudanum every day, and I guess 
it did not kill me because I drank too 
much. I was also smoking cigarettes 
constantly. I had tried to kill myself 
several times before that, twice by 
chloroform, and once I borrowed a pis- 
tol from one of the boys and snapped 
it over my heart, but it didn’t go off. 
I guess Mr. Wait saved my life once, 
for he found a bottle of chloroform I 
had and filled it with water. 

“Shortly after my husband took the 
children to Rolla, the boys were at our 
house, and we agreed to rob some-store, 
if the boys would get men’s clothes for 
us. They got the clothes and we put 
them on. I was the leader and carried 
the only revolver we had I cut throug): 
a panel of the rear door of the store 
and one of the boys reached through 
and turned the lock. 

Cigars for Her Friends, 

“We then entered, except my sister. 
who stayed outside to watch. The boys 
took all sorts of things while I carried 
some boxes of fine cigars I thought 
would be nice to give my friends when 
they called. 

“We hid the stuff in our house and 

the next day the boys took their share 
away and hid it.” 
Mrs. Wait declares that she had re- 
garded the robbery as a mere prank, 
but since her arrest and reconciliation. 
‘with her husband, who is now living 
with her, she is penitent, and expresses 
a hope that she has not gotter into 
such serious trouble she cannot get out. 
“In those times I didn’t care what 
happened,’’ she said, referring to her 
career in Memphis.

These few ‘“‘mother-of-pearl’’ drops 
of baseball wisdom were spilled on 
the floor in my very presence by 
Michael J. Regan of Boston, alias 
the Royal Rooter, America’s famous 
wandering minstrel of the genus fan. 

Never met him? Strange. He vis- 
its St. Louls once every year. 

Well, if you. ever did meet him 
you'd never forget it, for while Mike 
is a human dopebook on the national 
game, he doesn’t look the part. With 
iron-gray locks that hang down over 
his ears and classical Irish features 
that spread over his face, one would 
easily take Mike for a continuous 
Irish monologuist or a portrayer of 
those Hibernian parts that have 
made Chauncey Olcott such a favor- 
ite with women, children and the 
giggling gumchewers. But Mike is 
not a vocalist. He says to sing 
might spoil his voice for rodéting. 


And rooting is a passion with Mr. 
Regan. In every clime where the 
sun shines and where thy bands play, 
Mike is Hable to be found werking 
at his trade. 


If there is a B. B, magnate in this 
broad land, if there is a major 
league player not too old to eat or 
a minor leaguer just butting into the 
game who doesn’t know who Michael 
J. Regan is he ought to go away 
back into the underbrush and in- 
dulge in a siesta, for nearly every- 
body connected with baseball, and 
there are something over 60,000 souls 
on the job, claim that honor. 


Regan Gets 75 Passes but 
Doesn’t Need Nor Use Them. 

N the spring of every year the 
mails are clogged with annual 
passes, carrying the address of 

“Mike J. Regan, Boston, Mass.” 
There are more than seventy-five of 
them, but Mike says he never uses 
them because he knows personally 
all of the doorkeepers and score card 


boys and can.call them by their first 
names. During his spare moments 
Mike devotes a little of his energies 
to business, but he says he never 
lets it interfere with baseball. 

A widely traveled gent is Michael, 
having meandered twice around the 
world, visiting more than fifty coun- 
tries, he has rooted and hobnobbed 
with all the “round’’ heads and po- 
tentates of foreign climes. He con- 
fesses to having crossed the pond 2% 
times and wherever. baseball is 
spoken you will observe the gentle- 
man, with his feet under the table. 

As a traveling directory of ball- 
players, Mike Regan is in a class by 
himself and of great service to the 
newspapers throughout the country. 
If a ballplayer dies, is hurt or dis- 
appears, all they have to do is to 
wire Regan and back comes the an- 
swer, giving a complete history of 
the man, with the name of his wife, 
if married, how many children, 
where he lives, politics, religion, and 
so on. 

The other day Mike dropped into 
the Planters Hotel and there sat 
Catcher Needham, who had been 
signed by Frank Chance of the 
Cubs—on has way down South to 
meet the team.

F the baseball fans of St. Louis are 
| expecting much improvement in the 
Cardinals this season, they are liable 

to be disappointed. If they. will give 
Roger time to eomplete his plans, they 
may see a ball club in St. Loyis such 
ni; Frank Chance has given Chicago and 
Muggsy McGraw has given New York 
Bresnahan isn't planning on the im- 
mediate future. He is looking forward 
to great things, but he’ll be fortunate 
if he accomplishes his work at the end 
of the present’ contract, which is for 
three years. . 
Roger laid out his plans as soon as he 


j}eéquired the leadership of the Cardinals. 


So far he hasn’t wavered one bit in his 
forest scheme. He decided from the start 
to get only such players as he thought 
would stand in the club he expects to 
complete. He has turned down several 
chances to take on players who might 
strengthen the club for the coming sea- 
sen. So far he hasn’t been able to get 
a single one of the stars with which he 
hopes to give St. Louis a winner after 
about threé years of work. 

’ It was hard at first to understand 
why he didn’t buy George Browne of the 

Boston Club or Jimmy Slagle of the 
Chicago Club or Shortstop Lewis of the 
Brooklyn Club, early in the spring. He 
could have had all three of these play- 
ers had he desired them. Apparently 
all three are going to make good, for at 
least another season with the big fel- 
lows, and it is an absolute certainty that 
they would have been a great help to 
the Cardinals in the race of 1909. 

But they Weren't the kind of ballplay- 
ers that Roger is looking for to com- 
plete his ideal team, and he passed them 
up just as though they were raw re- 
cruits that he had never seen. 

Roger knows what kind of players pe 
wants to make a championship team and 
he is bound and determined to take on 
only such players for the Cardinals. He 
has all the confider'ce in the world that 
he’s going to get them somewhere and 
somehow. Though Roger i 
enced as a manager an 
seems to have enough ambition 
spirit to stick to it, ignoring all crit- 
icism that may come upon him in the 
meantime, just to carry out his original 
plans. 

If he’s a powerful enough manager 
and can bring enough influence io bear, 
he will make good. If he should fail to 
stand up under the strain that is sure 
to follew him under such conditions, the 
Cardinals may be no better at the end 

of his three-year contract than they are 
today. 

The nucleus of a good ball club was 
sacrificed by Owner Robison whien ne 
gave up Murray, Karger, Fromme and 
Raymond in order to get Bresnahan as 
leader. He left but two or three high- 
class men on the St. Louis squad, and 
Roger didn't know how weak the team 
really was until he came South for the 
spring training. Though he hasn't en- 
tered a complaint of any Kind, it is 
easy to see from his actions in directing 
the practice that he is not at all satis- 
fied with the squad of men now on hand 
and he is probably disappointed, for un- 
doubtedly he thought he had more talent 
to atart out on his task. 

Little Championship Timber. 
T may not be saying too much to pre- 
dict that “when Roger dees finally 
get the Cardinals where he hopes 
to, there will be not more than four or 
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| The chances are that one or two play- 
ers will yet be secured from the New 
York club, in which case the fans of 
St. Louig may hope for some improve- 
ment in the Cardinals this year. But the 
ones that will be available are not ex- 
perienced men, and until they can be 
developed nothing startling can be ex- 
pected. 


Bresnahan knows a ballplayer while 
he is still in the rough. He doesn’t 
hope to get finished ballplayers, but 
the men he does get during the next 
two years must be fellows with good 
timber in them, so when they are fin- 
ished they can play a game of ball 
that will beat such classy teams as thé 
New York Giants and the Chicago 
Cubs. 

There’s many a young ballplayer who 
never gets recognition because he’s un- 
fortunate enough to be on a losing club 
all the time. There’s a baseball spirit 
that is found only with winners. 
The Cubs and Giants showed more 
ginger and spirit in the exhibition 
games against the minor league club at 
Little Rock than the Cardinals showed 
in any championship contest in the Na- 
tional League last season. (Chance and 
McGraw never allow a player to get 
this head down. They keep them going 
at top speed against the little fellows 
just the same as when they are in bat- 
tles that count in winning a pennant. 

How Chance Does It. 

HE case of one player on the Chi- 
| cago club will illustrate the point. 
Del Howard, utility man for the 
Cubs, was at one time a member of 
the Pittsburg club. He was then a raw 
recruit and played a listless and ig- 
norant game of ball. -Fred Clarke let 
him go because he didn’t care to take 
the trouble to develop him. He went to 
Boston, a miserable losing club, and 
never once caught the eye of the pub- 
lic. However, Frank Chance saw the 
boy had “Speed and could hit. He had 
the natural qualities to make a ball- 
Player. So he traded a young outfield- 
er, Randall, who has since drifted back 

to the minors, for Howard. 

Del has been carried two years with 
the Cubs-and is as full of pepper to- 
day as any man Chance has on the 
squad, and he plays almost as good a 
fame of ball. He can fill in either in 
the outfield or on first base, and twe 
years of association with champions 
has made a grand ballplayer of him. 
He is now the kind who executes orig- 
inal stuff on the ball fleld and takes 
desperate ehances that he would have 
passed up before. The chances are 
that had he remained with Boston he 
would have’ never made a reputation 
and might even have drifted back to 
the minors. 

That is the kind of men Roger Bres- 
nahan is wanting for the Cardinals. 
But he has to take them on a losing 
ball club, and as soon as a player gets 
a place with a loser about one-third of 
his spirit is gone. That means that 
Bresnahan, being the only champion on 
the club, has to furnish as. much of 
that spirit as Chance’s whole club did 
in order to build up the lively young 
bdliplayers into champions. It’s a task 
few would care to undertake and one 
in which only a man of sterling qual- 
ity can ever succeed. 

With the present line-up of the Car- 
dinals it is hard to see’ how they are 
going to get away to a good start this 
year. If a little help can be obtained 
they might show a flash right at the 
beginning that would give the men the

PARIS, April 3—An affinity match, 
which has set all Paris talking, in- 
volves a Perier and a Le Bargy, names 
foremost in statecraft and dramatic art.

Claude Casimir-Perier is one party to 
the match, and Mme. Simone Le Bargy 
the other. Claude’s father wag presi- 
dent “of the Republic, and the lady’s 
husband holds easily first place among 
the great artists at the Theater Fran- 
cois, the forum par excellence of classic 
drama. Mme. Le Bargy also won fame 
in that institution. 

It is known that for years the pair 
have been interested in each other. No 
one seemed to regard it as anything 
more than a platonic relation until Mme. 
Le Bargy was called last season to fill 
an engagement in London. Young Pe- 
rier followed her there. His father sus- 
pected the truth. He hastened to Lon- 
don to try to dissuade the son from 
pursuing his infatuation. 

Father Fails and Dies, 

There are pathetic stories of plead- 
ings of the old statesman to recall his 
wayward son. But the strength that 
had enabled him to carry France 
through seven months of political tem- 
pest could avail nothing with the love- 
sick pair. The son declared he must 
be the sole ruler of his own heart and 
the father returned, with his pride 
broken, to Paris. A littl» later he died. 
It was given out that he had caught 
a cold which involved his lungs. 

There was apparently no secrecy in 
the relations of young Perier and Mme. 
le Bargy. At any rate, the quest of 
the elder Perier had no sooner proven 
futile, when M. le Bargy entered suit 
for divorce. The suit went in his fa- 
vor by default. 

Mme, Le Bargy Loses Name. 

Mme, le Bargy, while quite willing to 
part from her husband, saw no rea- 
son to cease using his name, by which 
the public knew her and which was 
thus an*asset in her art. Le Bargy 
brought an action to enjoin such use. 
The courts again upheld him, decree- 
ing that she must use another name. 
She then chose her first name, Simone; 
but now the public makes itself heard 
in the matter and insists in speaking 
and writing of her as Mme, le Bargy. 

She comes of an excellent family and 
she abandoned society to study for the 
stage. Le Bargy was her instructor. 
Mutual fascination resulted. She be- 
came a fellow member of the classic 
company and acted in the same dramas 
with her husband. 

The death of Casimir Perier imposed 
certain conventions, which have been 
respected, but it is well understood that 
Perier and Mme. Simone will wed within 
a few weeks. 

Le Bargy is the actor to whom Ros- 
tand wished to confide the production of 
his last masterpiece, “The Chanticleer.”’ 
The proposition was vetoed by the au- 
thorities of the Theater Francols.

That negroes have far outclassed 
white composers as manufacturers of 
ragtime is held to be significant of 
both ite strength and weakness. The 
jungle African is excited to bodily 
ecstasy by the throbbing of drums and 
tom-toms, his musical development 
having never passed far beyond the 
stage of instruments of concussion. 

Upon this racial foundation of de- 
light in mere rhythm negroes in 
America have built ragtime, by add- 
ing a frail structure of Caucasian har- 
mony, restricted in nearly every case 
to three simple chord changes and 
the transition to the major third.

It soon bécame a 
fad with young men to visit the slums 
toyhear “Mammy,” as she was called, 
sing her new music.

And the name “ragtime” was 
born. 

One visitor was an Englishman, 
connected with a theatrical troupe. 
He studied ragtime until he had mas- 
tered its secret, and recrossed the 
ocean with his find. 

Two years later an Irish comedy 
team was playing in St. Louis,* and 
in the audience were several St. 
Louisans who had heard “Mammy” 
sing. What was their surprise to 
hear in the featured song the well- 
known strains of the negro composi- 
tion.

HEN Isaac Pitman first placed 
W his system of shorthand on 
the market and declared that 
with its aid it would be possible to 
write at the rate of 80 words a min- 
ute, scoffers declared the speed to be 
impossible.

The fata] fault of ragtime, says 
Prof. Charles Kunkel, @ St. Louis 
composer of flote, is that most of its 
writers. are musically illiterate.

Of the many theories offered, only 
one, that of William P. Cook, police 
telephone operator at’ the station »ut 
of which Peterson travels, has been 
accepted as probably having some 
foundation in fact. Cook, who is as 
shrewd a detective as there is on the 
Chicago force, although he is only a 
telephone operator in the service, has 
for years dabbled in things.

tion which fits them to progress in 
the light of the vision within them. 
So the initiative and referendum—a 
most outlandish phrase—is coming 
into State governments and city gov- 
ernments all over the country. 

The plan briefly is best illustrated 
by extracts from the Constitutional 
Amendment of the State of Oregon: 

The legislative authority of the 
State.shall be vested tn a legislative 
assembly, consisting of a Senate and 
House of Representatives, but the 
people reserve to themselves power to 
propose laws and amendments to the 
constitution and to enact or reject 
the same at the polls, independent of 
the legislative assembly, and also re- 
serve power at their own option to 
approve or reject at the polls any act 
of their legislative assembly. 

The first power reserved by the peo- 
ple is the initiative and not more 
than 8 per cent of the legal voters 
shall be required to propose any 
measure by such petition, and every 
such petition shall include the full 
text of the measure so proposed. In- 
itiative petitions shall be filed with 
the Secretary of State not less than 
four months before election at which 
they are to be voted upon (and a 
majority vote adopts the measure). 

The second power is the referen- 
dum, and it may be ordered (except 
as to laws necessary for the tmmedi- 
ate preservation of the public peace, 
health, or safety) either by the peti- 
tion signed by 5 per cent of the legal 
voters, or by the legislative assembly, 
as other bills are enacted. Referen- 
dum petitions shall be fileu with the 
Secretary of State not more than 90

obvious intention of the people and 
have in consequence always held 
these referred laws valid. It is worth 
the price of the admission of the init- 
lative and referendum to see so tame 
and docile a court. 

Maine and Missouri this year adopt- 
ed the initiative and referendum as a 
part of their constitutions. South 
Dakota, Oregon, Utah, Montana have 
the initiative and referendum as a 
part of either their fundamental law 
or upon them statutes. Nevada has 
the referendum; Illinois and Texas 
have the advisory initiative; in the 
case of Illinois it is enacted under a 
law called the public policy law, and 
in the case of Texas it is in the pri- 
mary election law, which forbids par- 
ty platforms to endorse proposed leg- 
islation that is not first voted upon 
at the primaries and endorsed. by the 
people 

Arkansas also has a legislature 
pledged through the dominant party 
platform to submit a constitutional 
amendment enabling the establish- 
ment of the initiative and referén- 
dum by statute. A similar constitu- 
tional amendment is now pending in 
North Da’:ota. 

Gov. Johnson has recommended the 
submission of a similar amendment 
in Minnesota, and a majority of the 
members of legislatures in Ohio, 
Washington, Nebraska and Texas 
have pledged themselves to support 
a constitutional amendment in these 
States.

Thus we see that while the secret 
ballot in the nation is universal, ana 
the primary prevails in two-thirds 
of the American states, the move- 
ment for direct legislation has gained 
foothold in 17 states and is directly 
before the people either as a consti- 
tutional amendment, a pledge of the 
dominant party or as a pledge of the 
majority of the members elected to 
the Legislature or in the message of 
the Governor, in seven other states— 
making a total of 24 American com- 
monwealths. 

Today it is in actual operation in 
the political activities of more Ameri- 
can people than the direct State-wide, 
State-controlled primary was when 
Theodore Roosevelt came to the 
White House. What another decade 
may bring is mere speculation. What 
the last two decades have brought is 
significant. 

So the appearance of the Recall, in 
the cities of three states within a 
little over a year, should make those 
Statesmen nervous who look torward 
to the time when the country will go 
back to the Good Old Days. For this 
tightening grip of the people upon 
their State governments, as evidenced 
in some form in every American 
state, has been an intelligent, grad- 
ual, well-directed growth of popular 
power. 

Its direction has been wise, for there 
has been no spasm of public indigna- 
tion followed by reaction from the be- 
ginning to the present. Whose wis- 
dom directed it? No man’s name is 
connected with it. No party or pro- 
paganda has been behind the move- 
ment. 

It operates in Democratic states 
and in Republican states with equal 
efficiency. And in no American state 
has the fight been abandoned either 
for the secret ballot, the publicity of 
party financing, the primary or the 
initiative and referendum after it had 
become a serious issue of any group 
of men of any party. The movement 
is alive today.

: TERROR IS REVIVED. 
‘The finding of the strangler’s sev- 


enth victim has now revived the ter- 
_ ror which had died down somewhat in 
Dayton. The police and detective de- 


partments, under the frenzied urgings 


of men and women, are making a :u- 
preme effort to find the perpetra:or

No one doubts that the same hand 
strangled the seven Dayton girls. The 
fact that the victims were selected, 
that they were all about the same 
‘6, attractive and well situated in 
fe, goes to Indicate that their lives 
‘ere all sacrificed to the dominating 
ania of the same mind.

lished lines of criminal action that it 
is always such a difficult matter to 
run him down. 

The Dayton murders have all been 
committed within two years. The 
Cincinnati mu ders were committed 
in 1904 and 1906. 

The Cleveland murders, committed 
within two years, may easily have 
been a side diversion with the fiena 
by way of relieving the monotony of 
his earlier crimes in Dayton. 
CONVICTIONS NOT CONCLUSIVE. 

Although two men have been con- 
victed of presumed connection with 
two of the Dayton killings, the evi- 
dence against them was by no means 
conclusive. Many believe they are 
victims of a mesh of circumstances 
that may have been woven by the 
Strangler himself for the very purpose 
of encompassing their conviction. The 
murders have continued since these 
convictions. 

In one of the cases the jury, al- 
though returning a verdict of guilty, 
entertained doubt to such an extent 
that, although the crime was hideous 
and the perpetrator deserved the law’s 
extreme, they recommended him to 
the mercy of the Court. 

The belief is now wel] established 
that a demoniac of extraordinary cun- 
ning is lurking in the vicinity © of 
Dayton, who fares forth at intervals 
under the promptings of a perioiic 
impulse, watches from ambush for 
victims, assails them with overwhelm- 
ing strength, crushes them to death 
with his terrible hands and fingers 
and then vanishes. 

There has been variance in the 
method of disposing of the bodies of 
the slain girls, but the presumption 
is that this has been due to facilities. 
or lack of facilities, adjacent to «he 
scenes of the crimes for the disposal 
and concealment of the remains. In 
some of the cases the murders were 
committed in such places that the 
eases could not be taken to places of 
con ment without too great risk, 
and it was not done. 8 

The first Dayton murders were 
those of Ada Lentz and Bessie Little. 
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fiom the river below the bridge. Her 
face was disfigured and the condition 
of her throat indicated that she had 
been strangled. Close examination of 
the bridge revealed indications of a 
desperate struggle. It was evident 
that she had been throttled on che 
bridge and hurled into the waters pe- 
neath. 

A. J. Frantz was convicted of mur- 
dering her, but the evidence was en- 
tirely circumstantial. In view of the 
later series of crimes doubts have 
arisen as to his guilt. 

It was not until Dora Gilman was 
killed that the terrifying thought tcok 
form that a murderous maniac was at 
work in the community. ‘ 


MURDER OF DORA GILMAN, 

On Nov. 20, 1906, Dora, who was a 
remarkably handsome young woman 
of 20, left her home in the early even- 
ing to take a walk. She did not re- 
turn and her family, assisted by the 
police, searched all night for her. ~ 

Forty hours after her disappearance 
her brother, Collins Gilman, found 
her belt lying .in @ field near the 

Gilman homé. In a thich*t in the field 
he found the body of h.s sister. The 
marks of talon-like fingers on her 
throat showed that she had been 
strangled.

The “Man on the Tomb” knocked out and stole teeth of victims.

When the provincial government of 
Manitoba proposed to purchase and 
operate all telephone systems in the 
province, other provinces of the Do- 
minion watched with interest the ex- 
periment, for Manitoba claims to be 
the first Government, not only in 
Canada, but in the world, to go into 
the telephone business.

immense crowd. In twenty minutes. or less even 
five hundred people in mass would be the core of 
a crowd, which would soon become a “jam,” \e- 
cause of those stopped by it. 

For perhaps five minutes, but probably no longer 
on any homeseekers’ night, there may be as many 
as five hundred people massed, in the perpetual 
movement which goes on through the station as 
the evening trains begin to load and pull out. 
During this five minutes, it seems that there 
must be a jam and that the station will be filled 
with a mob of people struggling with each other 
and getting in each other’s way. But this has 
been provided against. 

Men from every Southwestern railroad are on 
hand to look after their own passengers, to answer 
questions, to give directions and to see that ihe 
crowd is dispersed to the right gates, inside of 
which other special men, often representing the 
highest rank in the executive business of the 
movement, are waiting to command the situation. 
Among them may be chiefs of railroad immigra- 
tion departments and heads of southwestern land 
companies, the latter doing now or expecting to do 
soon a business with millions in it. 


HOMESEEKERS HANDLED RAPIDLY. 


As a result of the way the situation is com- 
manded, the homeseekers who come first in scores 
and then in hundreds, as other passengers ‘1re 
coming as usual in scores, are marshalled t.. 
their right gates and through them into their 
own special cars and special trains. The worst 
that is likely to happen in the way of a jam is 
a crowd of several hundred at once in the wa'ting 
room and a jam of fifty at one gate, flustering the 
gatekeeper for a few seconds, by pressing on him 
as they are pressed on from behind. 

The jam does not last more than a few minutes. 
It never has time to collect the thousand people 
who might become involved in it by the stoppage 
of fifty. There is a rush during half an hour 
visible and remarkable to those who pass through 
the station daily. It comes usually between half 
past seven and eight o’clock. While it may be 
marked for ten minutes, the system which expects 
and invites it handles it from gate to gate so 
rapidly. that a movement from many places in the 
States Northeast of St. Louis brings all its lines 
tugether at the gates, disappears through them 
and then spreads them out into the Southwest, as 
the ribs of a fan spreads out when it is opened. 
What is in sight while this goes on is St. Louis 
in action as “the Gateway of the Southwest.” 

The railroad systems leading in the organized 
work which actually shows up in trains for home- 
seekers standing ready on the Union Station tracks 
on one of these nights, are the M., K. & T., the 
San Francisco, the Rock Island, the Iron Moun- 
tain, the Missouri Pacific, the Cotton Belt and the 
Burlington. All are working together and at the 
same time each road is working for itself, compet- 
ing with the others while co-operating with them. 

Other roads work with them, but the work of 
these roads is what can be seen most conspic- 
uously as they organize for a movement of home- 
seekers, either by the train load or the car load. 
Some of them, having only branch connections 
with the Southwestern areas now making the 
heaviest demands for homeseekers, organize for 
carload lots, providing for special cars. to be 
routed as part of their regular train’s service. 
Other roads, notably the M., K. & T., the Frisco 
and Rock Island, and the Iron Mountain, appear 
with trainloads in sight, in addition to the car- 
loads they may attach to regular night trains or

What is in sight of the- crowd around the 
gates marked “Homeseekers’ reding 30) boseag rampage 
“Homeseekers’ Special, Texas,” is three long M., 
K. & T. trains together near the center of the sta- 
tion, and further West five or six trains of the 
Frisco and Rock Island and Iron Mountain, all 
loading rapidly. One of the M., K. & T. trains 
is a special homeseekers’ train chartered by a 
Texas land company, with headquarters in St. 
Louis. It is run regularly this year in connection 
with the trains operated by the railroads them- 
selves. 

The trains are all made up alike, or nearly 
alike. They have eight or ten passenger coaches 
to the train. The railroad count on about two 
hundred people to the trainload. The train when 
loaded and about to move out has the engine 
outside the sheds and out of sight from the gates. 

A ten-coach train, with its baggage cars, gives 
good exercise to any one who walks the platform 
along its whole length. Inside the coaches those 
who go through such a train for the first time wil! 
see what is now a completed revolution. If they 
are not surprised, they may get themselves in 
condition for surprise by reading Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s description of his travels across the 

JInited States in a “‘Homeseekers’ train,” when 
Chicago was handling the movement for the 
Northwest. 

After passing West of Chicago, he had smooth 
planks offered him for sale at way stations. He 
did not buy them at first, but he did finally. They 
stood for the sleeping accommodations of 
thousands of homeseekers who were then making 
the Northwest. After buying one of these smooth 
boards and a handful of hay, if they were luxur- 
ious, the immigrants of the old school through 
Chicago could retire for the night on the upper 
side of the board, stretched between the uncush- 
ioned seats. 


THEY ARE NOT “IMMIGRANTS.” 


The immigrant of the new or St. Louis-South- 
western school is not an “immigrant,” but a 
“homeseeker.” His business in the St. Louis 
station is to suit himself better than he has been 
suited before. 

If the “homeseekers’ accommodations” did not 
suit him, he would be heard from. But this is 
taken for granted. They are arranged to suit him 
because they are arranged to allow him to suit 
himself. He has money to invest in amounts large 
or small. He wears goldrimmed spectacles at 
times. , 

He was “on velvet” in the Standard Pullman, 
paying full price for the velvet. For much the 
same accommodations in the “Tourist Sleepers,” 
on cane seats instead of velvet, the regular price 
is cut in half... The “Tourist Sleeper” is what 
would have been called an “immigrant car” once. 
Now it is a Pullman sleeper, with just enough 
apparent difference between the first-class car 
_ the second to account for the difference in 
rate. 

There are three to four tourist sleepers to one 
“Standard,” with dining or buffet service for both. 
That is, those who pay the different prices can 
get the same food and sleep, with the difference 
in price charged up to the taste for elegance. All 
the cars on an eight or ten-coach train, if it is 
called by its old name of an immigrant train, will 
measure up at least to the standard of the average 
day coach in the suburban business of the roads 
around St. Louis. 

The immigrant rate is not based now on the 
character of the car Service, except as it is made 
to appear cheaper in the tourist Pullman than in 
the standard. Nor is it based on the qnality of 
the immigrant, except as it takes it for granted 
that a homeseeker through St. Louis is an Amer- 
ican and an American with money. It stands for 
the character of a new

consist of from a dozen to thirty people, men 
women and children, with their goods and chattels 
around them. They may be Russians, from the 
Black Sea provinces or more likely from the Slav 
provinces of Austro-Hungary. More likely, still, 
they are Greeks and Italians. 

At about 8 o’clock in the morning, the eating 
room may have from a score to a hundred or more 
of them, all quiet and orderly, a little depressed 
by the strangeness of their surroundings, wearing 
still the dress of their own countries and trying 
to make their wants known in their several lan- 
guages. Failing, they find some one of their num- 
ber who knows German and their problem is 
solved until their train is found and they move 
out of the city. Only a few of them are moving 
into the Southwest, compared to the great number 
of Americans who are shifting into it from many 
directions, nearly all North, and to almost the 
Same extent, East of St. Louis. 


MEN COMPOSE ADVANCE GUARD. 


In sex, they are almost monotonously met, 
whose women and children are to move later. In 


Variety, they are endless and all as nearly alike 
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as it shows itself in the character of the people 
moving, and of the investment at the other end 
of the line. | 

A night of this kind may represent a movement 
of money running easily into the hundreds of 
thousands. Finally may run easily into the mil- 
lions. It may begin often with small partial pay- 
ments on a twenty acre tract or it may begin on 
two hundred acres paid for in cash. Out of a 
given hundred homeseekers of all other gradcs, 
one commands money in large amounts which 
he ig ready to invest in organized systematic de- 
velopment work if he is “let in on the ground 
floor” at the other end of the line. ' 

This and the genral habits of the Southwest 
may account for the personally conducted automo- 
bile party, on the Texas or Oklahoma prairie, with 
homeseékers welcomed at the station and shown 
over the ground around a future city. This be- 
longs to local system. The local prosperity pro- 
motor pays for his own gasoline if he wants an 
automobile procession. The St. Louis system as 
it developes out of the local demand for popula- 
tion, does the rest or nearly all of it. 

Homeseekers who leave St. Louis at night with 
the routine of the station suppressing all enthusi- 
asm may be met sometimes by « brass band, if the 
local boom up the other end of the line calls for 
it. But this is likely to be the case only when the 
first auction sale of a new batch of town lots is 
about to take place.

He has made several trips 
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to the borax veins which lie along 
the surface in glittering stréaks, 
which travelers have often, to their 
doom, mistaken for streams of wa- 
ter. 

During several months of the year 
it is impossible to support human !ife 
in the desert, which proved fatal even 
to Arabs imported from the Desert of 
Saraha. During the winter months 
men’s skulls have been said to burst 
from the heat. 

The first white men to cross the 
desert were 12 surviviors of a party 
of 30 prospectors, on their way to the 
gold fields in *49, who took a “short 
cut” through Death Valley. As they 
staggered, crazed with thirst and suf- 
fering, beyond the baleful limits of 
the desert, they were greeted as men 
raised from the grave. The mummied 
bodies of their companions were 
found afterwards, and the Piu‘e In- 
dians believe they hear nightly ihe 
lamentations of the ghosts of the 
dead. From that day the region has 
been known as Death Valley. 

SUMMER HEAT INTOLERABLE 

With the beginning of borax min- 
ing the desert lost some of its for- 
midableness. During the winter 
months teams of 40 mules, trailing 
a truck filled with the alkali and fol- 
lowed by a tank of water. were used. 
But in the summer it is found impos- 
sible for a man to drink water as fast 
as the arid heat of the desert absorbs 
it; so that it is said to have happened 
that men die of thirst while pouriug 
water'down their throats. 

When automobiles first became 
practicable, there was much emula- 
tion for the honor of being the first 
to cross Death Valley by motor. Sev- 
eral parties lost their way, or their 
tires melted and exploded in the blaz- 
ing sands, and the adventurers per- 
ished. The man who succeeded was 
world-famous for more than a day. A 
like fame awaits the man who first 
transverses the desert in a balloon or 
aeroplane. 

The peril, however, to an aeronai 
will be much less than that of an 
autoist, for by sailing high enough, he 
cah escape the greatest severity of 
the heat, which would, indeed, by ex- 
panding his gas bag, tend to elevate 
him from danger. The grea.est width 
of Death Valley is 50 miles, which 
a balloon would accomplish in less 
than an hour and a half with auspi- 
cious winds. 

‘But if the heat should burst the 

and it, by parachuting, should 
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land the aeronaut safely in the midst 
of the desert, he would probably be 
lost, for he could not carry enough 
water to supply the demands of his 
parching body. 

That Knabenshue would cross at a 
great height would ppebably result 
from the altitude gf ihe mountains 
which surround the valley and extract 
all the moisture from hs winds blow- 
ing across it. The Patium'nt Range, 
on the West, is 10,000 feet high. The 
Funeral and Amargosa ( Bitter) 
Mountains to the east are from 7000 to 
8000 feet above sea level. 

Death Valley ts itself 480 feet be- 
low sea level, having once been the 
bed of a salt lake, like the Dead Sea 
of Palestine, It was fed by a great 
extinct river, the Amargosa, whuse 
titanic channel, 15 miles w'de, »:an 
still be traced for over one hundred 
miles towards its head near Silver 
Peak, Nev. 

The sediment of the lake is seen in 
the crusis of salt and the borax beds 
which spread a pall over the surface 
of Deeth Valley. Sometimes,.an un- 
wary tiaveler, breaking through the 
surface. crust, has plunged forever 
into bottomless pits of salt ooze. 

Count Zeppelin held the record for 
a dirigible balloon flight when he 
ascended 2000 feet. Knabenshue has 
since sailed 5000 feet up the side of 
a mountain in California. 

This exploit he would have to dou- 
ble in order to clear the Panamint 
Renge, and the pavigation of his air- 
ship at its aftitude would make little 
less a sensation than the crossing of 
Death Valley.

Authorities of the Signal Service 
Bureau say that with 70 per cent of 
humidity the air is about right. With 
but 60 or 50 per cent, as when the air 
in a room is heated by a stove or. fur- 
nace, the moisture is dried from che 
body in a way to produce headaches. 
Sheuld the humidity be reduced to 
40 or 30, the air becomes positively 
dangerous to health. In Death Valley 
the humidity is frequently less than 
1 per cent! 

The human body, when suffering 
from fever, is dangerously -hot at 105 
degrees Fahrenheit. Death has al-

If he is fortunate ehough to catch 
her “dead to rights,” in the act of 
stealing something, he approaches the 
thief courteously and, taking her by 
the arm, tells her in a low tone cf 
voice that someone wants to see 
her in the private: office! This is 
simply a polite way of telling the 
woman that she is under arrest. The 
detective can teli by the way she acts 
when apprehend«d, whether she is a 
professional or only an amateur.

tective’ most dreads. 

When the professional woman thief, 
who is known to the denizens of the 
‘under world” as a “gun moll,” is 
arrested and taken back to the office 
she is searched thoroughly by one uf 
the “lady detectives” employed by the 
store, and every pussible place where 
stolen goots might be secreted is in- 
vestigated. 

It would surprise you to see what 
a load of plunder is sometimes found 
concealed upon the person of a pro- 
fessional shoplifter. Most Women 
complain if they have to carry home 
a few small parcels, and to avoid do- 
ing so they generally have them de- 
livered by one of the stores deliv- 
ery wagons. A professional “gun 
moll” or “booster” always has her 
garments specially arranged to facil- 
itate the work of concealing and car- 
rying the goods she has stolen. Most 
of them: wear a skirt which has a 
large pocket made on the inside of i. 
This pocket is called the “kick” and 
in it can be placed large articles, such 
asa bolt of silk, a pair of lace cur. 
tains, a set of furs, Women’s gar. 
ments, etc., etc. Small articles, such 
as jewelry, handkerchiefs, gloves, per- 
fumes, soap, cutlery, silverware, etc., 
are usually: secreted in the “handbag” 
which she carries or in the bosom of 
her shirtwaist, or, perhaps, in that 
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turns the article, with profuse apol- 
Ogies, explaining that it Was merely 
an oversight on her part and quite 
unintentional. 

Of course, whenever a professioa- 
al shoplifter is caught and found to 
have stolen goods in her possession, 
the regular police are sent for and 
she is locked up. But when the of- 
fender is discovered to be only an 
amateur and proves to the satisfac- 
tion of those concerned that she be- 
longs to a respectable family and is 
not a professional thief, the proprie- 
tors of the store are apt to be lenient, 
especially if the stolen goods are not 
of great value and the woman cries 
and acts thoroughly repentant. They 
consider the fact that this woman's 
relatives are hofest, respectable peo- 
ple and that it would only bring dis- 
grace and: humiliation upon them if 
they had the culprit arrested. 

THE HUSBAND CALLED IN. 

If the woman happens to be mar- 
red they frequently detain her until

Like most slick crooks, the “boost- 
ers” always put upa swell ‘front,” and 
dress in the height of fashion, so as 
not to attract suspicion in the differ- 
ent stores they enter. Anyone, seeing 
them on the street, or while looking 
at goods in a shop, would naturally 
taken them to be perfect gentlemen. 

When a pair of these “boosters” go 
into a store for the purpose of rob- 
bing it, the “‘stall’’ goes direct to the 
counter and asks to see some par- 
ticular article, while his “pal” wan- 
ders around, apparently just locking 
at the different goods. 

Suppost it to be a gents’ furnish- 
ing store, the “stall” may ask to look 
at some neckties, and he always takes 
a long time in deciding which one he 
wants, in order to give his partner 
an opportunity to “boost” some goods, 
While the salesman’s attention is 
taken up in waiting upon his sup- 
posed customer, the other crook saun- 
ters leisurely about, now and then 
picking tp various articles, such as a 
dozen pairs of gloves, a box of silk 
sox, a couple of suits of silk under- 
wear, a box of silk or linen hand- 
kerchiefs, gold-plated cuff buttois, 
scarf pins, silk neckties, ete. and 
swiftly stows them away on his per- 
sOn. 

Many “boosters” carry a suitcase or 
traveling bag along with them when 
they are “out on the make.” The 
larger articles that they steal :.re 
placed inside of the “keester,” which 
is thieves’ jargon for suitcase. They 
always endeavor to pick out a store 
where there are only a few salesmen, 
as it makes it easier for them to op- 
erate when there are not so many 
clerks to watch them. 

As soon as the “booster” has 
“copped” all the goods that he an 
reach without betraying himself, he 
saunters over to where his “pal” is 


tee 


still trying to decide which necktie 
wiil suit, and gives him the “office” 
(signal) that it is time to “screw” 
(get away), usually making a re- 
mark, such as, “Well, old man, can’t 
you find what you want?” and giving 
the “thief’s cough” (ahem!). The 
“stall” then knows that the trick has 
been turned and they make some ex- 
cuse to the salesman and depart. 

Some of these “boosters”’ are so 
clever at the work that they can car- 
ry out an ineredible amount cf 
“swag” right under the: noses of a 
dozen salesmen. I happened to be in 
New York when a pair Of these 
“boosters” were arrested. They were 
put through the “third degree’ by 
the chief and his mén, and finally 
made a full confession, giving a com- 
plete list of all the stores they had 
“trimmed” and a detailed description 
of their method. 


STYLISH AND BDUCATED. 


They were stylishly dressed and 
would have passed muster in any 
company. They had been chums in 
college, but had gotten into disgrace 
through some boyish folly and had 
both been expelled. Not wishing to 
return home under the circumstances 
they had gone to New York together, 
and, after ruining short of funds, had 
got into bad company and finally be- 
came thieves. 

There could not be a better illus- 
tration of the fact that a well-edu- 
cated man makes the most dangerous 
and successful criminal. Although 
neither was over 21 years of age, they 
had been leading a crooked life for 
about a year and had déveloped intu 
two of the slickest shoplifters and all- 
around “guns” that ever fell into the 
hands of the police. 

They had an original style of work- 
ing their graft, and. this, together 
with their genteel appe&rance, ena- 
bled them to operate siitcessfully in

w-ne Of the largest stores, They suc- 
‘veered in robbing stores that were 
supposed to be well “pretected” by 
private detectives, and which a known 
thief could mot have entered at all 
without being at once “held up.” 

They had invented a “keester” that 
was so made that the whole side conld 
be let down like a trapdoor. It had 
hinges on the bottom which Were con- 
cealed from view, and the side panel 
fitted so nicely into the edges of the 
steel frame that the seams or crevices 
were invisible. 

The two thieves would go into a 
big clothing store filled with clerks 
and one, who acted as the “stall,” 
would ask to be shown some high- 
priced overcoats.
